Biooming of a Centery Plant. 

Botanists are to be afforded a rare treat in 
the blooming of the centary plant at the Gen- 
esee Valley nurseries, near Rochester, N. T. 
The theory that this plant flowers but once 
ina century is erroneous. It has been ascer- 
tained that the Rochester plant, now in pos 
s ect on of the Mesers. Frost, is but seventy 
years old. Other instances are on record of 
the blossoming of these plante at less than a 
hundred years of age. One is mentioned in 
Loudon's “Encyclopedia of Gardening’’ that 
blossomed when less than. twenty years old, 
having attained a height of twenty-seven 
teet, and bearing on its main stem 10,000 dis- 
tinct fowers. Another flowered in Cornwall, 
England, when fifty-six years of age, having 
grown toa height ef twenty-five feet. This 
plant bore 5,088 blossoms ofan average length 
of five inches, which distilled large quanti- 
ties of honey. But three or four century 
plants are known to have blossomed in the 
United States.

Where Women Vote. 

Women possess the right to vote more ex- 
tenslvely than is generally supposed. In 
Austria women can vote as nobles, in their 
corporate capacity as puns, and as tax-pay- 
ers. In scme cases, however, ther vote by 
proxy. Im Hungary, up to 1848, widows 
and single women who were landed propne- 
tors possessed the right to vote. In Cana 
da, as in several of our States, women are al- 
lowed to vote for and serve as school trus- 
tees. In the British Anstralian colony of 
Vietoria, women wniversally assumed the 
right to vote about four years ago, having 
found that the law had been so framed as to 
permit them.
